COLUMBUS, Jan. » —Sen. Robert 
A. Taft’s campaign manager, Con­ 
gressman 
Clarence J. 
Brown of 
Blanchester, O., says Ohio’s “favor­ 
ite son" candidate for the Republi­ 
can nomination may win on the 
first or second ballot” next sum­ 
mer in the party’s national conven- 
tio at Philadelphia. 
Brown’s prediction came during 
a news conference yesterday which 
followed a state 
GOP 
executive 
committee meeting paving the way 
for 53 Taft-pledged delegates from 
Ohio to the convention. 
Describing himself as “pleasantly 
surprised" over prospects, Brown 
said: 
“If Senator Taft comes through 
this session of congress as he did 
the last, he wil] get the nomination 
on the first or second ballot.’ * 
Qualifies Prediction 
Brown said he qualified the pre­ 
diction 
only because “so 
many 
things can happen in six months." 
As of today, Brown continued, 
Ohio’s senior senator “has more 
delegate strength than any other 
presidential candidate — announced 
or unannounced.” 
Brown also listed “healthy signs’ 
to counteract talk that “Taft is all 
right, but he can’t be elected." 
‘T have been amazed by telephone 
and personal calls from conserva­ 
tive Democrats who want to help 
Taft,” the national head of the 
Taft-For-President committee went 
on. These wove UJ met that Taft 
would he a vei *very m ,ng candi­ 
date if nominated. If the conven 
tion were held today, Taft would go 
into it with a substantial vote.” 
Brown likewise asserted that he 
did not believe former Gov. Harold 
E. Stassen of Minnesota, an avowed 
presidential candidate, would at­ 
tempt to win Ohio delegates. He said 
that, although he had no know< 
ledge of Stassen’s plans at the pres 
ent time, he "frankly” did not think 
the Minnesotan would seek dele­ 
gates in Ohio. 
Brown also professed ignorance 
of Taft’s possible bid for delegates 
mrough primaries in other states. 
He said, however, that the Ohio 
senator might deem it advantageous 
to try to win the preferential vote 
in certain states not requiring the 
candidate’s consent before placing 
him on the ballot. 
Will Enter Nebraska Race 
Nebraska, Brown said, was one 
state where Taft's name could be 
entered^ without consent although 
the preferential vote is not binding 
on delegates there. 
Of Taft’s prospects in Nebraska 
Brown declared: “I am convinced

Employes erf the Mullins Manu­ 
facturing Corp. received a record 
total of $ 10,61X1409 in Wages dur- 
1847, It 
wjS announced today 
by George E. Whitlock, president. 
This amount, paid to persons 
working in plants and offices in 
Salem and Warren, fa nearly $ 3,500.- 
300 higher than the payroll for 
1946. ‘ 
It tops the previous record 
an­ 
nual payroll set during the war by 
$ 2,400,000. This was in 1944 when 
the company paid $8,200,000 in wages 
and salaries. 
Ninety per cent of the 1947 pay­ 
roll went to hourly-paid employes 
in the company’s factories. The re­ 
mainder was paid to ail salaried 
workers, including supervision and 
management, salesmen, clerks, office 
employes and engineers. 
3,700 Employes 
Whitlock contrasted this payroll, 
which was shared ty about 3,700 
employes, to the payroll of only 
•$%375,000 which was shared by 


2,622 persons In both plants in 
1938

MICHELSON, FAMED 
PUBLICITY MAN, MES 


Democratic Press Relations 
Executive Dies at 79; 
F' omed Third Term 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 8—Charles 
Michel son, 79, newspaperman and 
former publicity director of 
the 
Democratic national committee, died 
today. 
He had been ill and confined for 
months to his apartment where he 
died. 
Michelaon, veteran political writ­ 
er, took over as Democratic press 
agent in 1929 and held the poet for 
13 years. 
In 1940 he promoted a third term 
for Franklin D. Roosevelt—the first 
ever given a President. 
Michelson had been chief Wash­ 
ington correspondent for the 
New 
York World for 12 years before tak­ 
ing the party job—which eventually 
paid him $ 25,000 a year. 
A native of Virginia City, Neb., he 
started his newspaper career as a $ 7 
a week reporter on the San Fran­ 
cisco Post. He worked on several 
West Coast and New York papers. 
He died at 7:45 a. m. after awak­ 
ening and asking a nurse to bring 
him a cup of coffee. 


The man whose name designates 
the "Marshall plan” for European 
recovery appeared before the sen­ 
ate foreign relations committee as 
the first of more than a dozen 
high officials assigned to present 
the 
Democratic 
administration’s 
case to the Republican congress for 
a four-year 
multi-billion 
dollar 
program erf assistance to Western 
Europe. 
Dollars Will Not Save World 
Of the need for such aid, Mar- s 
shall declared: "Dollars will not 
save the world—but the world to­ 
day cannot be saved without dol­ 
lars." 
The cabinet officer’s briskly writ­ 
ten 5,500-word statement sketched 
the arguments for the huge pro- 
jec, 
unprecedented 
in Amer­ 
ica’s peacetime history, -told how 
and why he thinks lt should work, 
why he considers it necessary and 
what it ought to cost. 
He described the 
$ 6,800,000,000, 
which President Truman has ask­ 
ed for the first 15 months of the 
plan, as a precision figure 
which 
“does iwt represent a generous 
estimate of requirement». 
It is

figure’ 
based on expected cut* by congress

assistance, 
the state fa still faced with the 
same problem facing other states 
and governmental agencies, as well 
as private and public hospitals. We 
have a long way to go in 
ade­ 
quately staffing our institutions." 
oheiwood said. 
A survey of 
state 
institutions 
showed not only 20 per cent in­ 
crease in the number of physicians 
noww employed, but almost double 
the number of registered 
nurses 
employed compared with January 
last year. 
Registered nurses now employed 
total 116 compared with 61 last year. 
The Institutions also 
employ 62 
nursing Instructors against 52 a 
year ago. 
Salary schedules adjustments were 
made during the past year to at­ 
tract more physicians and nurses 
Into the state service, Sherwood 
said 
“There are many who believe that 
increasing salaries alone fa the an­ 
swer In obtaining more physicians,’' 
Sherwood 
said. 
“However, 
other 
governmental agencies, which have 
salary schedules in excess of Ohio’s, 
despite the higher pay have been 
unsuccessful In filling their profes­ 
sional needs. 
“The fact still remains that there 
are too few 
psychiatrists in 
the 
United States. The war years and 
years which have followed have 
placed greater stress on our mental 
hygiene and hgve produced case­

present, a lump o r mass can be felt 
in the abdo men, a diag no sis o f in­ 
tussusceptio n is certain. Often, the 
lump may also be felt thro ug h the 
rectum. 
Severe Sy mpto ms 
As I indicated earlier, even the 
first sy mpto ms are severe eno ug h 
to sho w that the child is serio usly 
ill. 
The co nditio n starts suddenly 
either with vo miting o r an attack

last o nly a few seco nds but which 
return* at io to 30-minute inter­ 
val*. 
Between attacks, the baby may

In an age 
when the High school diploma is 
the minimum 
education require­ 
ment, they are b locked from getting 
even very ordinary positions. 
“These people.” Hissong contin­ 
ues, ‘can't even go to the parties 
and dances of their one-time friends. 
They feel out of their own social 
group. 
“And when that happens—when 
they feel inferior—the first reaction 
is to knife someone in the b ack. 
Perhaps not intentionally, b ut the 
feeling is there. They're like tne 
person who feels inadequate in the 
social and b usiness world and no 
uses alcohol either to escape or 
b olster his courage.” 
The prob lem, as Hissong puts it, 
is, ' what can we do in modifying 
our school programs to offset this 
high mortality rate?” 
He claims: 
“There is no state solution. It's 
a challenge to each local school 
system to make a survey of each loss 
To discover why each student drops 
out, what he is doing now, and to 
adjust the school program to meet 
the needs.” 
“School teachers and administra­ 
tors are vaguely conscious of this 
prob lem,” Hissong says, ' b ut they 
are not aware of its enormity. 
“However, if Ohio pioneers in this 
study, 
then 
perhaps 
Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois and the other 
surrounding states will see w hat 
can b e accomplished and something 
will b e done ab out this prob lem on 
a national scale.” 


High school 
So says Ohio’s education director, 
Clyde Hissong, who b elieves that 
many of the nation’s ills can b e 
traced to a prob lem that has b een 
given very little attention—the 40 
per cent of the students who enter 
b ut never graduate from high school. 
Hissong has a chart showing that 
progression through all four High 
school grades is far from a normal 
thing. In fact, Hissong claims, “in­ 
stead of b eing normal as Is common­ 
ly supposed, graduation for the b oy 
or girl who enters High school is 
b arely average.” 
He pWnts out that 20 per cent of 
the students who do graduate go 
on to college. Another 20 per cent 
enter trade schools. That leaves fifl 
per cent who just drift into a Job .

LAKE SUCCESS, Ja n. » -S e c re ­ 
tary-G eneral Trygve Lie has laid 
confidential pipelines to siphon in­ 
form ation from m any of the world’s 
m ajor 
capitals, 
including 
three 
cities in the R ussian sphere, it was 
learned today. 
M aterial is fed into the lines from 
a netw ork of United N ations infor­ 
m ation centers established and still 
being set up around the globe. The 
12th office In the string—the one a t 
Moscow—will be in operation by the 
end of this m onth. 
U. N. offices already are func­ 
tioning in W arsaw, Prague. London, 
Paris, W ashington, Shanghai. Rio 
De Janeiro, Mexico City. Copen­ 
hagen, New Delhi and Qeneva. An­ 
other will be opened in the Middle 
East—it may be in Jerusalem —and 
still others in three cities to be sel­ 
ected in L atin America, Asia and 
Africa. 
Publicly, the offices are respon­ 
sible for dissem ination and collect­ 
ion of U. N. intelligence by parcell­ 
ing out docum ents and pam phlets, 
arranging for speakers and report­ 
ing reaction back to Lake Success. 
These reaction reports cover news­ 
paper and radio treatm ent of U. N. 
news and are distributed here week­ 
ly in an opinion survey.

fects th e U. N. distribution of such 
highly classified reports Ls care­ 
fully restricted to lie himself and 
the top m en in his “cabinet" of as­ 
sistant secretaries-general and clos­ 
est advisors.

In such a case the half-trained

couldn’t be brought together, or 
whipped into shape, fast enough to 
oo much good. 
Russia is not able now to start a 
war against us. We ham the atomic 
bomb, 
probably a big 
supply of 
bombs. It will tak e Russia y ears to 
mak e a bomb. It wouldn't start a 
war against us without the bomb. 


Will this k ind of program lead to 
war, instead of preventing it? 
Bor the program—it would dis­ 
courage war. This country 's unpre­ 
paredness before World Wars I and 
U was a major factor to mak ing 
those two wars possible. Our enem­ 
ies thought they could win because 
we were weak . 
Against—the program would lead 
to war. It would start an arms race 
and turn the world into a Jittery , 
armed camp ready to pill the trig­ 
ger any ngtoute.

Against- that $2,000,000,000 a y ear 
would be Just an added tax burden 
on the people for a program that's 
not necessary to the first place Its 
money that could be better spent 
for education, housing, things lik e 
that.
